The prospects of the opening of the 
ports to the United States, either in November or 
February, is now so much lessened that wheat and 
flower, in bond, are quite unsaleable, but sweet flour 
is nominally at 38, sour at 28. Yesterday ten thou- 
sand bushels Canada wheat sold at 10s. 3d. To-day 
10s. would be gladly taken for other parcels, but no 
offer, which shews much uncertainty as to the ports 
opening to Canada. The continuance ofthe present 
fine weather would damp the market. 

Cotton has been in good demand this week, but 
without any material alteration, and the market
